A YOUNG mother who shed four stone said it was the 
desire to look fabulous in her wedding dress that first 
inspired her to start losing weight. But it was the heart¬ 
break of her relationship falling apart that really spurred 
on 29-year-old Louise White. 

Louise, of Wednesbury, joined a diet club in preparation 
for her wedding due to take place in June. But when the 
relationship with her fiance fell apart, the heartbroken 
mother-of-one began shedding the pounds for herself. 

Louise, of Lancaster Avenue, started her diet in January 
2010. She was 14st 31bs. Over the next seven months she 
prepared for her big day, bought her dress, booked her 
venue and tried to diet. But in the summer of 2010, Louise’s 
world collapsed around her when the relationship ended. 

She said: “It was horrible I had the dress and we had 
booked St Paul’s Church, and we just had to cancel.

“Before it was about getting slim for the wedding. But 
now it was all about myself. I wanted to feel better, and be 
healthy and look good for me.” 

She said it was tough but she had the support of the 
Wednesbury Slimming World group. Louise dropped three 
dress sizes after she completely changed her eating habits. 
She added: “My main focus now is on my daughter, Hollie.” 

Louise has been presented with the Miss Slinky award 
by her slimming group and is in the running for the 
national Miss Slinky competition. 


SATELLITE TRACKING ON PENSIONERS 

SAT NAN- 
GPS FOR 

ELDERLY 


ELDERLY people in 
Sandwell are going to be 
consulted over plans to 
track them via satellite in 
case they get lost. 

Council chiefs have also 
revealed plans to watch the 
elderly through their televisions 
instead of them receiving home 
care visits. 

Sandwell Council has developed 
£1.5 million plans to radically revamp 
adult social care using cash from the 
Department of Health. 

Dementia 

Proposals include “virtual visits”, a 
two-way link through people’s TVs at 
home, as well as GPS devices which 
can locate elderly people if they are 
lost. 

They would press a button to acti¬ 
vate the devices, which can be put in 
watches or mobile phones, or worn on 
clothing. 

Councillor Ann Jaron, the author¬ 
ity’s cabinet member for adult social 
care, has promised no such measures 
will be introduced until discussions 
have been held with the people 
affected, their families and carers. 

She said: “We are always looking at 


ways to help people with dementia 
keep their independence and stay safe 
while also giving their families and 
carers peace of mind. 

‘We are keeping an eye on advances 
in technology and that’s why we have 
asked for money for possibly using 
GPS tracking devices. 

We will fully consult with people 
with dementia and their families and 
carers, as well as other organisations, 
to discuss this option and look at a pos¬ 
sible pilot project. Obviously nothing 
would be done without the permission 
of the wearer or their carer. 

“Wandering, when someone with 
dementia leaves their home and gets 
lost, can affect up to 60 per cent of 
people with the illness, so it is clearly a 
major problem. 

“It is still early days but if people 
with dementia and their families and 
carers tell us they want to use this 
technology, we want to do all we can to 
support them. 

“With these virtual visit TV systems, 
the person in their home is always in 
control of the camera and must accept 
the call before the camera can be acti¬ 
vated. 

“At any time, they can switch the 
camera off. It will be only be for people 
who want to take part.” 

The changes are intended to tie in 
with Government plans to provide per¬ 


sonalised care, which includes giving 
people their own budgets for care and 
reducing the number of people sent to 
care homes or admitted to hospital. 

Sandwell Council’s proposals 
include spending £490,000 on light¬ 
weight laptops for staff to use, with the 
aim of reducing travel time back to the 
office. 

The Telecare service would cost 
£140,000 and covers virtual visits and 
GPS devices. There are 40 special tele¬ 
vision sets available for people who 
want to take part. 

Web 

New software costing £395,000 will 
be installed on the web to allow people 
to view their own assessments and 
support plans. A new £118,000 com¬ 
puter system would record the time 
and length of all home care visits. 

Chiefs have also set aside £272,000 
for outside help to plan and co-ordinate 
changes, to be made across the 
council’s supported living and extra 
care homes.

PRIME Minister David Cameron was yesterday 
(Wednesday) due to be asked if he believed the latest 
£600,000 funding award for The Public in West 
Bromwich was “wrong”, days after a damning report 
about the organisation providing the cash. 

Black Country MP Chris Kelly tabled a question for 
Prime Minister Questions after Arts Council England 
announced it will invest £200,000 a year from 2012 to 2015 
into the £72 million centre in New Street, West Bromwich. 
The decision by the quango came days after a report said 
the Arts Council should have scaled back the project. It 
said the building that was “not fit for purpose”. 

Mr Kelly, Conservative MP for Dudley South, wants to 
know if the Prime Minister agrees with him that the cash 


award was wrong, considering the vast sums already spent 
and the damning report. 

The question reads: “Does the Prime Minister agree that 
it is wrong to plough another £600,000 of public money into 
The Public - a Black Country arts centre known locally as 
the ‘pink elephant’ - over the next three years just days 
after a damning report into the arts quango’s role at the 
centre, which concluded it should have scaled back its 
ambitious and costly plans long ago, before it was com¬ 
pleted in 2008?” 

The Public went through major design changes, ran mil¬ 
lions over budget, and opened late with not all the attrac¬ 
tions complete. The Arts Council contributed£31.8m to the 
project, up from an original allocation of £19m. 

The latest £600,000 comes from the Arts Council 


England’s strategic funding, largely funded by the 
National Lottery. 

Linda Saunders, the centre’s managing director, said: “I 
think he is mixing up two issues: what the building cost 
and the exciting work we are doing now. 

Digital 

“The £600,000 will help us carry on building on our 
visitor figures, which are constantly rising past the 
350,000 we have had since August 2009.” 

The latest grant will be used to develop the digital and 
technological features of the gallery. 

The Arts Council England has said Sandwell Arts Trust, 
which runs The Public, has improved the scale and range 
of work on show. 


Ex-SAS soldier 
and paramedic 
are convicted 
of sex offences 
against children 

A PAIR of perverts have been have been convicted 
of a string of rapes and abuse of children. 

Former SAS soldier Ian Tuckley, aged 32, of Hereford, 
and his Wednesbury resident brother-in-law Martin 
Finney, 40, a former St John Ambulance paramedic, were 
told at Worcester Crown Court last week that they face 
long prison sentences. 

Tuckley was found guilty of eight counts of rape, four of 
indecent assault and three sexual assaults on a child after 
a five-week trial. Finney was convicted of 12 counts of rape, 
three of indecent assault, sexual assault and administer¬ 
ing a gas to stupefy one girl for sex. The pair had claimed 
their victims invented the allegations against them. 

Stress 

Twice-divorced Tuckley, of Farren Avenue, Hereford, 
who exposed both of his victims to images of child abuse, 
also admitted two other sex counts and to downloading 
child pornography. One victim gave evidence that 
depraved Tuckley, who had served in Iraq, Afghanistan 
and Northern Ireland, forced her to watch him in a sex act 
with a child. 

Finney, of Chestnut Road, Wednesbury, gave pain- 
relieving entonox gas to one of his victims, which he had 
obtained from his work. 

Tuckley, who served with the 22nd SAS Regiment, 
claimed he suffered from post-traumatic stress syndrome. 

Judge Patrick Thomas remanded Tuckley and father-of- 
three Finney in custody for reports, saying: “long sentences 
await you”. 

Detective Sergeant Tim Powell, from West Mercia 
Police, said afterwards: “This case was a complicated one 
to investigate and I cannot praise the young victims and 
their families highly enough for their bravery and determi¬ 
nation during the course of our investigation. 

“I would personally like to thank the victims and those 
that supported them for the patience and dignity they have 
shown through what has been a long and complex criminal 
justice process. 

“I would also like to place on record my appreciation to 
the officers in the investigating team who worked tire¬ 
lessly on this case for over a year.” 

He added that the age and vulnerability of the victims 
made the case particularly sensitive and the professional¬ 
ism of the officers had been exemplary. 

New hope for owner 
of shop hit by rioters 

THE owner of a West Bromwich store where rioters 
cause £6,000 worth of damage says he is hopeful an insur¬ 
ance payment would cover repairs. 

Mike Ashwin, owner of the Cash Generator in High 
Street for the past 13 years, said that his store had been 
ransacked. TVs, laptops, mobile phones and the cash 
counter were ripped out and stolen. 

Cabinets were also smashed, along with windows and 
the store’s roller shutter and door during the town centre 
rioting in August. 

Mr Ashwin, who employs eight people, covered the cost 
of repairs immediately to begin trading from 9am the next 
day. Now, three months later, he has been told his insur¬ 
ance will pay out. 

He said: “It’s the damage that really hurts you because 
you spend so much time rooting around for the original 
invoices for the items instead of being able to work. But I’ve 
been told, hopefully that the insurance are going to pay.” 


Pillage at the pumps 

FUEL thefts from forecourts across the region have 
soared. Police revealed that thieves are putting stolen 
number plates on their cars to steal from the pumps mon¬ 
itored by cameras. West Midland Police investigated 2,974 
thefts of fuel, known as bilkings, between April andAugust 
this year, according to a Freedom of Information request. 
This compares to 2,331 during the same period last year. 
Officers have launched special patrols to tackle the 
problem, which has been made worse by rising fuel prices.

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Housing estate to 
get major revamp

A WEST Bromwich housing 
estate is set to get a £700,000 
revamp. 

There are plans to resurface 
roads, erect fencing, install secu¬ 
rity cameras and create an extra 
80 car parking spaces on the 
Kendrick‘Park Estate. 

The estate consists of four high- 
rise blocks which have undergone 
extensive refurbishment under the 
Sandwell Homes Decent Homes 
scheme over the past few years. 

Sandwell planning bosses have 
now given the go-ahead for new work 
on the grounds of the estate. 

Paul Field, Sandwell Homes 
Interim Chief Executive, said: “The 
landscaping phase of the Kendrick 
Park development completes the 
dramatic transformation of the 
estate. 

Pride 

“The Decent Homes programme 
has restored a sense of pride to the 
people who live there.” 

Glover Street and Green Street 
will stay as they are, whereas Maria 
Street will be resurfaced and will 
have traffic calming measures 
installed. 


There will also be car parking 
spaces marked out along the length 
of the road. There will be a new car 
parking area constructed central to 
the estate, which will be accessed off 
Maria Street and more parking 
areas created adjacent to all four 
blocks. There will also be 17 disabled 
parking spaces. 

Existing trees will remain but will 
be supplemented by new trees which 
will be chosen as being the most suit¬ 
able for the location and conditions. 

An existing flat grassed area will 
be mounded using surplus topsoil 
from the excavations elsewhere to 
form a contoured feature. That 
means there will be less waste to 
dump in a landfill site. 

The perimeter of the site along 
Glover Street and Green Street will 
have a decorative metal railing along 
an otherwise substantially open 
space. 

It is proposed to remove high kerbs 
and uneven concrete areas. They will 
be replaced with more decorative 
paving to provide more level access 
including dropped kerbs at disabled 
parking areas. 

The estate will also have new 
external lighting and CCTV to 
improve security. 


Father given gift of life 

A FATHER who has relied on a renal dialysis machine for 
eight years has been given the gift of life. 

Steve Worthington’s world was turned upside down after he suffered a 
kidney failure in 2003. He was forced to give up his job, found himself tiring 
quickly and had to have a special diet. 

He had no luck on the organ donor register but then his girlfriend Leanne 
Naylor agreed to donate her own kidney to him. The operation was due to 
take place earlier this month but just days before it was due to take place 
hospital staff called him to say a kidney had become available from a donor. 

“As soon as I found out I burst into tears,” he said. “I’d been waited so long 
and couldn’t believe what I was hearing. I had to give my partner the phone 
and I just went numb. I told her to get me to hospital as soon as possible.” 

Mr Worthington, aged 33, had a six- 
hour operation at the Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital, Birmingham, and has now 
been discharged from hospital to start 
his new lease of life. 

“It’s unbelievable,” he said. “I had 
been on a renal dialysis machine for 
eight years, it was part of my life.” 

The dialysis machine, which he pre¬ 
viously had to be hooked up to for four 
hours every other day is being kept at 
his home in Bassett Road, Wednes¬ 
bury, as a precaution.

NEARLY half of all units at a 
shopping centre in West 
Bromwich town centre are stand¬ 
ing empty. 

Only 33 of 61 units at Queens 
Square Shopping Centre are cur¬ 
rently let. 

But it is hoped a £750,000 revamp 
and its link up to the forthcoming 
£200m Tesco scheme will bring it back 
to life. 

Sandwell Council is due to fund the 
essential maintenance and repairs at 
the centre and it is hoped the revamp 
and new investment will make the 
shopping centre more popular. 

The centre has already been 
announced as the link between the 
new development and the existing 
town centre shops. 

At present Queens Square is home 
to retailers such as River Island, JD 
Sports, Poundland and Boots. 

Money will now be spent sprucing 
up the 1960s shopping centre. 

Integrated 

Leigh Perl, partner at Fairacre who 
manages Queens Square Shopping 
Centre, said: “We’re going to put West 
Bromwich back on the map. It will 
take time but it will be worth it. 

“We’re driving to ensure the new 
development is integrated in a way 
that benefits both Queens Square and 
the whole of West Bromwich town 
centre.” 

Work has now started on the site of 
the Tesco retail and leisure develop¬ 
ment. 

Court asks 
specialist to 
assess dog 

AN OLDBURY barber has 
admitted his dog was danger¬ 
ously out of control when it bit a 
postman who was on his rounds. 

Charles Keith Tranter, aged 58, 
pleaded guilty at Sandwell Magis¬ 
trates Court. Miss Kelly Hale, prose¬ 
cuting, told the court that postman 
Mohammed Imran was on his round 
at 2.30pm on June 14 when attacked. 

She said: “He saw a large black 
Alsatian-type dog running towards 
him. There was no opportunity for 
him to run away from the animal and 
he was bit on the top of his right leg.” 

He suffered bruising and a slight 
graze to his thigh. 

In interview Mr Tranter said he was 
mowing his front lawn, and the dog 
was in the garden with him. 

Nature 

Mr Jahangeer Aslam, defending, 
said Tranter has owned the dog for six 
years and not had any previous prob¬ 
lems. Mr Aslam added: “This was one 
bite on the thigh, which did not pierce 
the skin. Afterwards he moved away 
and sat down.” 

The court heard the dog was still at 
Tranter’s address in Clifton Close but 
is always muzzled when taken out. 

Magistrates decided they wanted to 
know more about the dog, so ordered 
a specialist to assess its nature. 

Tranter will be sentenced by the 
magistrates on December 5.

It has 
been confirmed the jobs will be perma¬ 
nent BT roles and will stay in the UK. 

Quality 

Councillor Ian Jones, the authority’s 
cabinet member for jobs and economy 
said it was a coup for the borough as 


industry leaders recognised the bene¬ 
fits of creating UK jobs instead of 
abroad. 

He added: “It’s a big feather in the 
cap that BT are creating these jobs in 
West Bromwich. It’s a sign of the 
quality of service in this country and 
specifically in this area. Call centre 
workers are typically the kind of roles 
which have gone abroad, as well as 
manufacturing. Hopefully this is a 
sign those kinds of jobs are returning.” 


The new staff will be in place early 
in 2012. BT made an earlier promise 
to create 450 jobs at the complex. It is 
anticipated the number could rise past 
that original estimate. 

Ian Livingston, BT’s chief executive, 
said: “We all know how difficult the job 
market is, so the fact BT is bringing 
more than 300 further roles to the area 
is great news and is a reflection of the 
efforts and cooperation of both the 
CWU and Sandwell Council.”

Review 
on death 
of woman 

AN INVESTIGATION has 
been launched to see if more 
could have been done by social 
services to save a woman 
found dead at her home in 
Tipton. 

Sandwell Council has con¬ 
firmed it is undertaking a Serious 
Case Review into the death of 
Samantha Hancox from Tipton. 

The 40-year-old suffered with 
obsessive compulsive disorder and 
had an extreme fear of germs that 
began when she was 14 after the 
death of her aunt. 

At one stage she would spend up to 
20 hours a day in the shower. 

She was found dead in an armchair, 
where she had confined herself for two 
months, refusing to eat. 

Opportunities 

Barbara Peacock, a service director, 
said: “A Serious Case Review is being 
finalised and should be published 
soon.” 

At an inquest last month, Black 
Country coroner Robin Balmain con¬ 
cluded Miss Hancox died of self¬ 
neglect but he also said opportunities 
to save her were missed. 

Miss Hancox’s body weighed just 
four-and-a-half-stone when she was 
found. 


Prison for 
thug who 
attacked 
two women 

A FATHER from West 
Bromwich who assaulted his ex¬ 
partner and also knocked another 
woman to the ground in separate 
incident is behind bars. 

Delroy Hammond, aged 44, accused 
Janet Dillon of cheating on him and 
dragged her before striking her in the 
face. 

This happened after he had stolen a 
computer used by a DJ and his 
partner during New Year’s Eve cele¬ 
brations at a West Bromwich pub. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard Alexander Williams and Kim 
Hogan were waiting for a taxi when 
Hammond knocked Miss Hogan down 
and snatched the computer. 

He was arrested moments later 
hiding in a doorway but he failed to 
turn up for his court appearance. 

Relationship 

It was while he was at large that 
Hammond encountered and attacked 
Janet Dillon, his former partner, 
weeks after they had ended their 
volatile three-year relationship. 

Judge John Warner told Hammond 
the robbery was a “very unpleasant” 
incident while it was a serious attack 
on his former partner because she had 
been in a vulnerable position. 

Hammond admitted robbery, 
assault causing actual bodily harm, 
common assault on Miss Logan and 
also damaging a mobile telephone. 

He was jailed for 22 months.

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Driver died after lorry accident 



John Joseph Kinsella 


A LORRY driver was killed in a tragic accident 
at a West Bromwich firm after the vehicle rolled 
forward, crushing him against a wall, an inquest 
heard. 

John Joseph Kinsella had brought his wife and 
family over to the Midlands from Arklow in Ireland in 
August 2008 to find work. But the move was to end in 
tragedy as the 36-year-old father-of-four died nine days 
after the accident at Giffords Recycling. 

The inquest at Smethwick Council House heard that 
Mr Kinsella, of Mildenhall Road, Great Barr, had only 
been working as a driver at Giffords Recycling, based 
at Kelvin Way, for a few months. 

Maintenance manager at Giffords Recycling, Darren 
Williams, told the jury at the inquest that he was 


alerted to the accident on March 10. He rushed outside 
to find Mr Kinsella standing pinned against the wall. 

Mr Williams told the inquest that the hand brake 
was not applied. 

Mr Kinsella was treated at the scene and then taken 
to the Queen Elizabeth Hospital by air ambulance. 

West Midlands Police collision investigator Pc 
Steven Jubb told the inquest the red airline break was 
connected on the vehicle, which would mean the brakes 
on the trailer were not on. It was his hypothesis that: 
“Mr Kinsella has connected the airline brake, this had 
caused the vehicle to roll forward crushing Mr Kin¬ 
sella.” 

The inquest jury came to the verdict that Mr Kinsella 
died due to an accident. 


More time 

DEVELOPERS have won permission 
for more time to transform derelict man¬ 
ufacturing premises in West Bromwich 
into a mini housing estate. 

Mrs Sajida Hafeez, from Middlesex, 
had applied to renew permission for four 
detached homes, two semi-detached 
homes and six terraced homes in Bailey 
Street. 

Sutton Coldfield-based developers 
Signal Properties applied to build nine 
houses in three terraces on the same site 
in 1998. Proposals were revised to 10 
homes in 2002. Mrs Hafeez also 
renewed the permission in 2007.

The Holyhead Road 
scheme includes a 60-seat 
patio and the branch will be 
redesigned in khaki.

No more new school buildings 


PLANS to rebuild schools in Sandwell 
have been scrapped due to a lack of 
funding. 

Council chiefs said a £500 million scheme to 
revamp the most needy schools in the country would 
not see any schools in the borough rebuilt. 

Any money secured by the council would only be 
enough to refurbish some schools, the council’s edu¬ 
cation boss said. 

It comes after education minister Michael Gove 
said that nine schools in Sandwell would not get any 
money through the Building Schools for the Future 
(BSF) scheme. Mr Gove did announce a £500m 
grant scheme to help struggling schools. 

Shared 

However, according to Sandwell Council’s 
cabinet member for children and young people Bob 
Badham, that would not mean enough money avail¬ 
able to fund any new school buildings in the 
borough. 

Cllr Badham said: “Nationally there is this £500m 
grant, which schools in the borough can bid for, but 


realistically this money is going to be shared out 
amongst schools from across the country, so there 
will not be the money to go around.” 

He added: “The problem is, some of our schools are 
in a desperate need for new buildings, and we just 
do not have the money.” 

The schools hit by the loss of the BSF money 
include Phoenix Collegiate Academy at the former 
Manor and Menzies sites, Perryfields and Bristnall 
Hall schools, Stuart Bathurst and The Bridge pupil 
referral unit. 

Also losing out are Wood Green Academy in Wood 
Green Road, Wednesbury, the Meadows Sports 
College in Oldbury, and Heathfield Foundation 
Technology College in Wrights Lane, Cradley 
Heath. 

Councillor Badham said they will do their best to 
apply for money that is available. He said: “Some 
people believe we are not applying for the money 
that is available, but I can assure you that we are 
applying for all the money we can. 

“Unfortunately, I cannot see us building any new 
school buildings any time soon. 

“We have been let down.”

Good neighbours get 
free shovels and salt

THOUSANDS of Sandwell 
residents will be given snow 
shovels and bags of rock salt 
in return for clearing neigh¬ 
bours’paths. 

A total of 2,500 shovels and 
more than 4,000 3kg tubs of salt 
will be handed out in the £23,000 
scheme. 

The aim is for people to help clear 
each other’s driveways, should the 
borough experience heavy snow falls 
like it did last winter. 

Gritting crews will also be on call 
for 24 hours a day this year, ready to 
treat the borough’s road network. 

In addition, 50 community organi¬ 
sations can apply for their own grit 
bin. 

It comes after the authority spent 
£30,000 on extra grit bins and treat¬ 
ing 30 pay-and-display car parks for 
the first time, as well as having 
almost 7,000 tons of grit in stock at a 
cost of £228,000. 

The ‘Snow Champions’ scheme is 
the idea of council leader Councillor 
Darren Cooper and cabinet member 
for neighbourhood services Council¬ 
lor Derek Rowley, the authority’s 
gritting boss. 

Cllr Cooper said: “We can’t grit 
every road or pavement, and I think 
people realise that, but we all know 
that there is a great community 


spirit alive in Sandwell, and if people 
are willing to help others, we will 
give them the tools to do it. 

“We will give tubs of salt and snow 
shovels to people who want to keep 
the pavement outside their home 
safe or help out elderly neighbours 
by clearing their paths. 

“If the binmen can’t collect bins 
because of heavy snow, they will be 
clearing it for us. The same goes for 
litter-pickers.” 

Other improvements include a 
pledge to fill grit bins more regularly. 

Cllr Rowley said: “We’re actually 
spending more money on winter 
maintenance this year. 

Training 

“We will be gritting all of our pay- 
and-display car parks for the first 
time which we hope will help traders 
and people who are out and about.”

Tubs of grit will be dropped off at 
homes free, while stocks last, with 
one tub of grit or shovel per house¬ 
hold.

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Casino overcomes 
obstacle to jobs plan 

A£6 million casino development that is due to create 120 jobs is set to 
go ahead after overcoming a legal challenge by a rival firm. 

Grosvenor Casinos was granted a licence by Sandwell Council to open a venue 
at Birchley Island in Oldbury as part of a wider leisure development. 

But rivals Clockfair, which owns Shaftesbury Casino in near West Bromwich, claimed 
the licence should never have been allowed because it was transferred from another site 
and launched an appeal. 

However this 


Blitz on mini-moto menace 


DOZENS of mini-motorbikes have been 
destroyed in Tipton so far this year in a bid 
to combat anti-social behaviour. 

Police have seized about 50 of the bikes this 
year and about 70 per cent have been crushed. 

It is in response to a rise in the number of com¬ 
plaints being made about the noisy bikes, with 
10 cases reported to police on average in the 
town every week compared with just a handful 
last year. 


One hotspot for mini-motorbikes identified in 
2011 was in Princes End. Officers have also 
seized mini-motos in Kingsbury Road, Church- 
field Avenue and Manby Street. 

Recently one yob on a mini-moto rode dis¬ 
rupted an amateur football game when he drove 
across one of the pitches in Jubilee Park, Tipton. 

In September, Sandwell Homes CCTV footage 
showed one yob riding up and down High Street 
in Princes End at high speed, doing wheelies and 


been dismissed by District 
Judge Graham Wilkinson, 
allowing the development to 
go ahead. 

Councillor Ian Jones, the 
authority’s cabinet member 
for regeneration, welcomed 
the decision. He said: 
“Whilst this was an external 
matter between the casinos, 
it is welcome news the 
development is going ahead 
and creating jobs during 
these difficult economic 
times.” 

Developer 

Grosvenor Casinos was 
originally granted a casino 
licence six years ago for a 
development it had planned 
in nearby Halesowen 
Street. Bosses had wanted 
to expand the existing 
Mecca Bingo, which it owns. 

The firm later applied to 
transfer the casino licence 
to Birchley Island, off junc¬ 
tion two of the M5 in 
Oldbury, because of hold¬ 
ups with the original 
scheme caused by a plan¬ 
ning wrangle. 

Grosvenor Casinos wants 
to build the G Casino as part 
of a £15 million overall plan 
by developer St Modwen, 
which will include offices 
and an 80-bed hotel. The 
complex is due to open in 
2013. 

A blanket ban on casinos 
was introduced in Sandwell 
in 2006 over fears on the 
impact of gambling. 

But the original licence 
was granted in 2005 before 
the ban came into force.

Police break up drugs 
cartel worth £750,000 


A CLASS A drug dealing 
cartel worth more than 
£750,000 in a year has been 
smashed by police and 15 
members have started prison 
sentences of up to 10 years. 

The sentences at Birmingham 
Crown Court followed a three-year 
investigation into a network oper¬ 
ating around Cape Hill, Smeth¬ 
wick, which was mainly peddling 
heroin. 

Police said the offenders were using 
two mobile phones that were receiving 
up to 4,000 calls a month about deals. 
Officers then seized phones involved in 
deals, £40,000 cash, firearms, ammuni¬ 
tion and four cars. 

The sentences can be reported for the 
first time after legal restrictions were 
lifted following the final conviction. 

Police began investigating the cartel 
in May 2009 under the banner of Oper¬ 
ation Eliminate. The following year, 
officers raided homes around Cape Hill, 
Edgbaston, West Bromwich and 
Handsworth Wood, in a series of dawn 
swoops. A number of people were 
arrested and 16 men, with ages ranging 
from 21 to 45, have subsequently been 
convicted of conspiring to supply class A 
drugs in Smethwick. 

Trial 

Fifteen of the men later received jail 
terms, with one suspended sentence. 
Thirteen defendants were sentenced at 
Birmingham Crown Court, 12 of whom 
had previously entered guilty pleas. 

Rajid Hussain, aged 29, from Smeth¬ 
wick, pleaded not guilty but was found 
guilty following a trial earlier this year. 
He was sentenced to 10 years’imprison¬ 
ment. 

One of the men, Assam Ali, aged 23 
and from Smethwick, pleaded guilty to 
two counts of conspiracy to supply Class 
A in June. He was sentenced to five 
years imprisonment in July and his case 
can only be reported now. 

Detective Chief Inspector Paul Betts, 
from Sandwell Police, said: “This 
lengthy and thorough investigation was 
brought about thanks to significant 
support we received from our communi¬ 
ties.

MPs put differences aside 
to fight metal theft ‘plague’ 


PROPOSALS to combat the “plague” of 
metal theft are being championed by 
Black Country MPs, who have demanded 
urgent Government action to stop the 
“organised crime and dangerous trade”. 

Sandwell Labour MPs John Spellar (Warley) 
and Tom Watson (West Bromwich East) have 
joined forces with Conservative MPs Margot 
James (Stourbridge) and Chris Kelly (Dudley 
South) in co-sponsoring a backbench Bill 
calling for stiffer sentences for metal thieves 
and a ban on scrap dealers trading in cash. 

Churches, homes, shops, factories, community 
centres and schools have been raided. Road signs, 
children’s play equipment, postboxes, electricity 
sub-stations and railway lines have been targeted. 

Plaques from war memorials bearing the names of 
the nation’s lost heroes have been stolen in West 
Bromwich, Smethwick, Willenhall, Wednesfield and 
Wolverhampton. 

Dozens of drain covers have been stolen in Tipton, 
leaving Sandwell Council with a £16,000 replace¬ 
ment bill. That led to the council offering a £1,000 
reward for information leading to a conviction and to 
the council considering replacing all 30,000 drain 
covers in the borough with plastic alternatives. 

MPs in the Black Country want changes in the law 
to tighten up the rules on the sale of scrap metal 
including the introduction of cashless payments, 
mandatory photographic ID, more robust licensing 
arrangements for scrap metal dealers and greater 
search powers of scrapyards. 

Overdue 

Miss James, Mr Kelly, Mr Watson and Mr Spellar 
put their party political differences aside to lend 
their support to a Bill to prevent metal theft, tabled 
by Lancashire MP Graham Jones. 

Proposing his Metal Theft (Prevention) Bill to the 
Commons, Mr Jones said the theft of metal had 
reached “crisis point” and was costing the nation 
£770 million. Weak regulation was making it impos¬ 
sible for the authorities to keep track of transactions 
as some £lbn of the £5bn-a-year scrap metal indus¬ 
try was handled in cash, while there was no licensing 
scheme, he said. 

Although the Bill has cross-party support it is 
unlikely to make progress due to lack of parliamen¬ 
tary time. It was will be given a second reading on 
January 20 when MPs will debate the measures. 

West Bromwich East Labour MP Mr Watson said: 
“I have called for new laws for years. Tough legisla¬ 
tion is long overdue.” 



Researcher 
finds roll 
of honour 

A FIRST World War roll of 
honour with the names of 
fallen soldiers from one the 
Black Country’s most 
famous firms has been 
found in a basement. 

The five foot tall ornate 
document in a large frame 
was discovered in Avery 
Weigh-Tronix’s on-site 
museum in Smethwick. It 
commemorates workers 
from the firm who fought 
and died in the 1914-18 con¬ 
flict. Researcher Andrew 
Lound stumbled upon it 
while working in the 
museum’s archive. 

Display 

He plans to have it 
restored and put on display. 

“It’s breathtaking,” he 
said. “I was having look 
around in the storage base¬ 
ment to see if there was any¬ 
thing of interest and 
suddenly I came across it. 
We think it was originally in 
the main reception and was 
created by the design 
department at the Soho 
Foundry.” 

The document - ‘In 
appreciation of those of ours 
who went to the Great War 
and gave their all and to 
those who shared their 
dangers’ - has a decorative 
border showing medieval 
knights. The names of the 
fallen soldiers are in the 
middle, surrounded by hun¬ 
dreds of other soldiers’ 
names who came home to 
the Black Country.

Concern at plan to 
sell civic building 


THE SELLING off of a 
landmark Sandwell building 
has been criticised and fears 
raised about its future. 

Sandwell Council is selling 
the Municipal Building in 
Cradley Heath. 

It was built in 1938 and has been 
used as offices for council staff since 
1974. 

It is being sold as part of a drive to 
sell former council buildings to raise 
money for the cash-strapped 
authority. 

Residents fear for the future of 
the site but the council has 
defended the sell-off, blaming the 
move on budget cuts. It needs to 
save £75 million by 2015. 

Cradley Heath and Old Hill 
Councillor Liz Bowler said she had 
been contacted by residents con¬ 
cerned about the future of the site, 
located in a prime position on the 
corner of Barrs Road and Hale¬ 
sowen Road. 

She said the building was such an 
essential part of the area that it fea¬ 
tures on the Rowley Regis Heritage 
Trail, which includes other places of 
local historical interest such as 
Haden Hill House and Park, 
Cradley Heath Library, Corng- 
reaves Hall and St Giles Church in 
Rowley. 


Cllr Bowler said: “I have had 
several residents contact me 
because there are rumours that the 
building is going to be demolished 
and the land redeveloped for 
housing. 

“I’ve contacted the council to ask, 
if it were to be sold, have any condi¬ 
tions been attached to any potential 
redevelopment of the building, 
which might possibly help to safe¬ 
guard the structure as it stands. 
But unfortunately the council’s offi¬ 
cers don’t appear to have considered 
this as yet.” 

Heritage 

She added: “I feel really passion¬ 
ate about this, not only because I 
have lived opposite the building for 
so many years but Sandwell Council 
seem to have a habit of neglecting 
our heritage. 

The borough’s economy boss, 
Councillor Ian Jones said the 
authority had no choice other than 
selling the building. He said: 
“Because of the dramatic austerity 
cuts that this Government has 
imposed on the council, we are 
having to relocate our staff into cen¬ 
tralised buildings. 

“The issue of retaining the Munic¬ 
ipal Building is something that I 
have looked at carefully.”

Wednesbury-based Alucast has 
been selected by The Premier Group, 
the London 2012 Torch manufacturer 
based in Coventry, to produce cast 
components for the Olympic icon 
Companies are making 8,000 trian¬ 
gular gold-coloured, aluminium 
torches, one for each of the torch 
bearers taking part in the 70-day relay 
to the opening ceremony. 


Managing director Tony Sartorius 
said: “We have been selected. I think 
it’s really good news for manufactur¬ 
ing in the Black Country and a real 
boost for the area.” 

Flame 

The Olympic flame will be carried 
the length and breadth of the country 
in the months leading up to the 
London games. 

A burner, fuelled by a gas canister, 
will sit inside each torch and burns 
long enough for the torch bearer to run 
around 300 metres, before another the 


torch is passed on to another relay 
runner. 

Mr Sartorius said the Olympic 
appointment was the latest boost for 
the firm, which turns over £8 million, 
after worker numbers returned to pre¬ 
recession levels, at around 100. 

He added: “We have had lots of new 
projects coming in, including tooling, 
and that’s going to be good for future 
cash flow. It’s good to have the 
numbers back. At our lowest point 
during recession we were down to 
around 65. It is a sign we’re doing 
okay.”

A FLOORING firm col¬ 
lapsed with debts of 
nearly £12 million 
including unpaid wages 
and redundancy for some 
of the 172 workers who 
lost their jobs. 

Floor My Home Limited, 
parent company of former 
Birmingham-based Floors- 
2-Go, went into administra¬ 
tion in August, with a total 
of £11.94m in debts. That 
includes money which owed 
to Black Country councils 
and to businesses across the 
region. More than 500 cred¬ 
itors nationwide are owed 
cash. 

Halesowen-based Sover¬ 
eign Office Equipment, is 
owed £16,675. West 
Bromwich-based logistics 
company Creighton Mate¬ 
rial Handling Ltd is £8,318 
short. 

Pay 

Of councils owed cash, 
figures show Dudley is owed 
£36,892. Sandwell is claim¬ 
ing £8,250, Walsall £3,636 
and Wolverhampton 

£3,432. Birmingham City 
Council is owed£78,527 and 
Wyre Forest claims £11,550. 

Ex-employees have been 
left to file redundancy 
payment claims to the 
Redundancy Payments 
Service. The estimated 
value of claims is around 
£376,000, of that £139,000 
is thought to be preferen¬ 
tial, meaning they will be 
handled first.

Battle 


Private Barratt was in Ypres, Belgium, when he performed the act of heroism 
for which he was awarded the Victoria Cross but also led to his death in July 
1917. During the battle he bravely eliminated many snipers who would have 
caused many more casualties. But Pte Barratt died, killed in an explosion. 

Barratt Court resident Keith 
Garbett, who has lived in the flats for 
38 years, said “If they had come here 
and asked us, we would have told 
them how to spell his name.” 

Councillor Simon Hackett, cabinet 
member for housing said: “As soon as 
I heard about this, I asked Sandwell 
Homes to investigate and resolve 
this matter as soon as possible. The 
original sign was taken down as part 
of a refurbishment programme and 
appears to have been mislaid.” 

Sandwell Homes had agreed a cor¬ 
rectly spelled sign would be installed 
as a matter of urgency.

Call for light to deter vandals

Sausage firm display 
is a link with the past 


A sausage eater’s dream - piles of the product 


A N exhibition high¬ 
lighting a former 
Tipton-based sausage 
factory that was a major 
employer in the town is being 
displayed at Tipton Library. 

The exhibition, which features 
old photographs and other memo¬ 
rabilia from Palethorpes, is on 
display until the end of this 
month. 

Palethorpes is a British producer of 
cooked meat and pastry products and 
was particularly well-known for its 
popular sausages. 

Founded in 1859 in Birmingham by 
Black Country butcher Henry 
Palethorpe, it was bought by the Bibby 
Group in 1969 and then by Haverhill 
Meat Products, a J Sainsbury and 
Canadian meat packers joint venture, 
before becoming part of the Northern 
Foods Chilled Foods division in 1991. 

It is now part of Pork Farms and is 
based in the north Shropshire. 

Community library manager Robert 
Hazel said: “It is a great opportunity to 
come in and look at part of Tipton’s 


past. The company was a big employer 
in the area and hopefully the photos 
will rekindle some memories.” 

The company moved to Dudley Port, 
Tipton, in 1896, claiming at the time to 
be the world’s largest sausage pro¬ 
ducer. 

It employed many people in the 
town and during the First World War 
it supplied canned meat products to 
the British Army. 

In 1967 Palethorpes constructed a 
purpose-built factory, employing 400 
people in Market Drayton where it 
continues to thrive. 

Pies 

In August Palethorpes Pork Farms 
announced it was creating 150 jobs for 
production operatives, packers and 
team leaders as it prepares for the 
Christmas rush. 

People who visit the exhibition at 
Tipton Library in Unity Walk, can 
take a look at never-before-seen 
images which include workers prepar¬ 
ing pies and mounds of sausages. 

Memorabilia including original 
sausage boxes from the 1930s is also 
on display.

Cheeky note is found 
in a hole in the wall 
after 70 years hidden 

A CHEEKY note left tucked 
in a tin and hidden in a wall of 
a police station has been dis¬ 
covered by builders nearly 70 
years later. 

Construction workers who are cur¬ 
rently working on the £1 million 
revamp of Oldbury’s former library 
and turning it into a JD Wetherspoon 
pub, discovered the note in the wall in 
the building. 

The building was initially a court¬ 
house and police station with cells, 
and the court room on the first floor of 
the premises still retains its original 
features. It became the town’s library 
in 1979. 

The letter had browned with age 
and was marked with rust from where 
it had been kept in the tin. 

The note read: “In the early days of 
1942, a hole was made in this wall to 
provide an intercom between divi¬ 
sional office and the liaison officer. 

Little Jimmy was always complaining 
of the draught, so Supt J C George, 
then reigning, but soon to retire (we 
hope) ordered the hole to be bricked 
up.”

Toyota sticks 
to formula 

THE market place for the super mini is awash with 
vehicles - think Corsa, Polo, MINI and you start to get 
the idea and Toyota with the Yaris has had a success 
on its hands. 

Since 1999 more than 300,000 have found buyers in the 
UK and two million have been produced. Of course vehicles 
move on and the Yaris, although a trusty servant, was in need 
of a makeover. 


Toyota has taken that 
excellent viewpoint of “if 
something is not broken then 
let’s not repair it”, so the new 
Yaris is not an outlandishly 
different vehicle to its prede¬ 
cessor. 

The engine choice is 
simple, a one-litre or a 1.3- 
litre petrol engine or a 1.4- 
litre turbo diesel engine. The 
one-litre is a three-cylinder 
engine, which doesn’t have a 
phenomenal amount of per¬ 
formance but is sufficient 
when you consider it to be a 
town vehicle primarily. 

It does 0-60 in just over 15 
seconds and has atop speed 
of 96mph. The bonus of the 
small engine derivative is 
nearly 60mpg on the com¬ 
bined figures. The 1.4-litre 
turbo diesel is probably a 
better option and it is alleged 
that it will return 72mpg. 

Gearbox 

My test derivative was 
badged as the SR. Toyota 
markets and badges its vehi¬ 
cles as a T2, TR, SR and a T 
Spirit. My SR was a five-door, 
1.3-litre petrol but had the 
added attraction of a CDT 
automatic gearbox. 

Toyota claims 121 
grammes for the CO emis¬ 
sions which puts it into the 
cheaper category of tax. It 
was capable of a 0-60 in just 
over 12 seconds and a top 
speed of 109mph. 

A claimed output of 98bhp 
is in keeping with engines of 
this particular size. Toyota 
suggests that the combined 
fuel figure for my derivative 
should be 53mpg; sadly the 
computer at the end of a 
week and just over 300 miles 
revealed that I had managed 
to achieve 42mpg. This left 
me still reasonably happy, 
knowing where and how it 
had been used - although 
nowhere near the claimed 
figures. 

One feature is quite a big 
improvement - the new Yaris 
is four inches longer and that 
has created an interior space 
differential making it roomier 
and more comfortable. 

Tall people like myself can 
now fit easily into the vehicle 
and even sitting in the rear of

the car, which I always like 
do, the headroom was OK 
and even with my long legs 
and someone driving with 
the driver’s seat almost fully 
back, I had sufficient room 
not to moan and be uncom¬ 
fortable. 

The boot space with the 
seats up is reasonable but if 
you do need to carry extra 
luggage then I’m sorry, you 
will need to drop the seats. 
Four people and their 
luggage is not going to 
happen with the Yaris. 

The quality of the interior is 
in keeping with Toyota; the 
dashboard and instrumenta¬ 
tion was really good and easy 
to understand, the touch 
screen for the radio and the 
satellite navigation system, 
which is going to be included 
as standard for a short 
period, is again easy to com¬ 
prehend. It was simplicity 
itself and did not have a 
cheap plastic feel to it, unlike 
some vehicles. 

Alloy 

The Yaris range is reason¬ 
ably well specified for the 
money. My SR derivative, for 
example, had alloy wheels, 
air conditioning, a touch 
system for the radio and CD 
player with six speakers. 

There was partial leather 
upholstery, lots of use of 
smoke effects on glass and 
chrome trims and Blue Tooth 
was incorporated. 

Toyota is confident enough 
to give its vehicles a five-year 
or 100,000-mile warranty, 
guarantees that the body 
should not rot for a minimum 
of 12 years and provides a 
one-year AA cover. 

The servicing intervals of 
10,000 miles or annually are 
never going to break the 
bank. 

Pricing for the Yaris starts 
at £11,170 and goes up to 
£15,385. My particular SR 5- 
door 1.3-litre CDT auto was 
£14,835.

The Borough Council of Sandwell in exercise of its powers under 
Section 84 of the Road Traffic Regulation Act 1984 intends, after 
consultation with the Chief Officer of Police in accordance with 
Paragraph 20 of Part III of Schedule 9 to the said Act, to make 
three Orders which will have the effect of prohibiting a person 
from driving any vehicle at a speed exceeding 20 MPH on any of 
the lengths of road specified in the Schedule to this Notice. 

2. The provisions of the Order shall not apply to any vehicle:- 
on an occasion when it is being used for fire brigade, 
ambulance or police purposes, if the observance of that 
provision would be likely to hinder the use of the vehicle for 
the purpose for which it is being used on that occasion, 

or to a vehicle being used - 

a) for Serious Organised Crime Agency purposes, or 

b) for training persons to drive vehicles for use of Serious 
Organised Crime purposes 

However (except where it is being used for training the person 
by whom it is being driven) the exemption does not apply in 
relation to a vehicle unless it is being driven by a person who 
has been trained in driving vehicles at high speeds. 

3. The order shall not apply to a vehicle if it is a vehicle used for 
naval military or air force purposes and that vehicle it is being 
driven by a person or a member of the armed forces of the 
Crown on an occasion when:- 

(a) the person driving the vehicle is a member of the special 
forces as defined in the Road Traffic Exemptions (Special 
Forces) (Variation and Amendment) Regulations 2011; and 

(b) the vehicle is being driven:- 

(i) in response, or for practice in responding, to a national 
security emergency by a person who has been trained 
in driving vehicles at high speeds; or 

(ii) for the purpose of training a person in driving vehicles 
at high speeds.

‘Calamitous’ - 
McLeish’s view 
on Spurs defeat 

ALEX McLeish labelled Villa’s defending in 
Monday night’s defeat to Tottenham as “calami¬ 
tous” and demanded an improvement against 
Swansea in their next match. 

The Villa boss was left to pick the bones out of an 
emphatic defeat to Spurs, knowing his side were proba¬ 
bly flattered by a 2-0 scoreline having been completely 
outplayed at White Hart Lane. 

A first-half double from Emmanuel Adebayor was 
enough to give Tottenham the points and prompt Harry 
Redknapp to place Spurs among the Premier League 
title contenders but, despite the home side’s dominance, 
McLeish still expected more from his defence in partic¬ 
ular. “It was a bad night for a few of our players. They 
owe the fans and me a performance in the next game,” 
said McLeish. 

“I thought we stood off Spurs too much. They are a 
great team, with a lot of pace and a lot of athleticism and 
some great technical players. But you can’t allow them 
to flourish the way we did at times. 

Circus 

“The goals we lost were calamitous - we’ve got to 
defend better. Spurs were gifted two goals and the 
second one was a circus.” 

McLeish also revealed the rationale behind the deci¬ 
sion to play Alan Hutton on the right wing with Carlos 
Cuellar at right-back in an attempt to counter the 
threat posed by Gareth Bale. 

“We played Carlos and Alan on the right because I 
wanted to tighten things up a bit and I still think that 
was the right thing to do,” explained the Villa boss. 

“But when you lose goals like the way we lost goals it 
doesn’t give you much of a chance anyway. I have been 
playing four forwards the whole season and I took one 
out. Maybe Alan wasn’t exactly the ideal man there 
because he’s more of a defender coming on to the ball as 
opposed to being ahead of it but we thought he could 
cope.

Albion buoyed by 
comeback kings 


GERA was back. So was 
Long. And so, more impor¬ 
tantly, were Albion. 

The Albion, that is, we remember 
from last season. The Albion who con¬ 
structed one of the Premier League’s 
least-heralded but most enjoyable 
success stories. And the Albion who 
can again deliver on the undoubted 
quality and potential of their football. 

The Hawthorns was as happy as it has 
been all season after this 2-1 defeat of 
Bolton Wanderers and not just because 
one of its favourite sons was back revel¬ 
ling in the affection reserved for a player 
who has never failed to delight. 

It is said you should never go back to the 
scene of past triumphs for fear of spoiling 
the legacy. But Zoltan Gera banished any 
reservations about his return, at the age 
of 32, with his sublime contribution to the 
opening goal scored by Jerome Thomas. 

In many ways, “Gera: The Sequel” is an 
act of perfect timing because he is back to 
take a place among the strongest and 
most talented group of players assembled 
at the club in modern times. The Hungar¬ 
ian international is surrounded by team¬ 
mates more atuned to the wavelengths 
around which he has always operated. 

As a result, Albion fans rejoiced in 
watching Gera deployed not in the wide 
midfield role which they remember but as 



a second striker, probing for openings, 
directing operations and adding to the flu¬ 
idity of Albion’s impressive movement. 

It was difficult to know which was the 
more remarkable — Gera shining so obvi¬ 
ously in his third match in as many coun¬ 
tries in eight days or Shane Long playing 
his first of any kind in a month. 

Gera’s enthusiasm for his football 
would have been one of the key reasons 
why Hodgson was so intent on retrieving 
him from redundancy at Fulham, an 
enthusiasm which has carried him 
through two internationals for the 
Magyars before he came bounding into 
this contest. But Long can certainly 
match that appetite for the game. 

A fitness test on the morning of the 
match finished with the best efforts of 
Albion’s medical staff and a naturally cau¬ 
tious Hodgson unable to come up with a 
reason to prevent the forward playing 
even if they fretted for his welfare. 

They need not have worried. The Irish¬ 
man lasted the 90 minutes and played 
them without any sign of his powers being 
diminished during a month overcoming 
the ravages of that challenge by Alan 
Hutton in the Villa Park derby. 


Axe the way to do it boss, says Shorey 


RECALLED Albion defender Nicky 
Shorey has praised boss Roy Hodgson for 
restoring his best form by wielding the 
Hawthorns axe. 

Shorey believes being dropped by Hodgson for 
four Premier League games helped him recover 
from a poor start to the season. The left-back was 
recalled in place of Billy Jones for Saturday’s 2- 
1 victory over Bolton and capped an impressive 
display by crossing for Shane Long’s winning 
goal. 

“You’re always disappointed to be dropped but 
I probably wasn’t playing as well as I can and 
once you’ve been left out you need to work hard 


in training and bide your time,” said the former 
England man. “With our gaffer, you know if you 
put that work in you will get another opportu¬ 
nity, which is good for all the lads to know. 

“Sometimes you need a kick up the backside 
and the gaffer has been urging me to get forward, 
so I was particularly happy with my perform¬ 
ance. I think the team did very well against 
Bolton and we put what we have worked on in 
training into practice on the pitch. The second 
half was thoroughly enjoyable to play in. It’s 
always nice to set up goals but the whole team’s 
display was exceptional, some of our passing was 
excellent. 

“The lads are buzzing. It’s always nice to win 


at home and after back-to-back defeats it feels 
even better.” 

Hodgson dropped Shorey to give summer 
signing Jones a chance at left-back but the 
Hawthorns head coach decided Saturday was 
the day to recall his left-back specialist. 

“I said to Nicky as I passed him after the game 
that class is permanent,” said Hodgson. “He is a 
very classy player. Nicky has worked very hard 
since losing his place to make certain he shows 
me in every training session that ‘before you 
discard me as your left-back be careful because 
I’m a good player’. It was very unlucky for Billy 
Jones, because Billy has actually played very, 
very well.” 


That he supplied the winning goal was a 
bonus worthy of a player whose impact at 
The Hawthorns has been so impressive he 
has made the absence of the less robust 
Peter Odemwingie almost inconsequential. 

Fabio Capello might have been less com¬ 
forted by Long’s return on seeing one of his 
prime contenders for defensive duties next 
summer, Gary Cahill, stretched to breaking 
point by the Albion forward’s ceaseless 
trouble-making at the top of the attack. Of 
the two ex-Reading frontmen currently 
earning their crust in the Black Country, it 
is difficult not to conclude that Long is out¬ 
performing the admirable but less dynamic 
Kevin Doyle. 

And mention of comebacks and former 
Reading players brings us to the second-half 
touch and vision displayed by Nickey 
Shorey. It was exceptional, perhaps 
amounting to his finest 45 minutes in a 
Baggies shirt. It was no surprise Shorey 
supplied the decisive cross from which Long 
headed the winner just before the hour 
because it was one part of a package of inci¬ 
sive forays from the left-back. 

Only this week, and with Shorey’s recall 
clearly decided in his mind, Hodgson passed 
him in training and reminded the left-back 
“class is permanent”. 

Here was his vivid proof. 

So good news all round for the Baggies. 
That Youssouf Mulumbu also looked much 
more like his old self was another source of 
encouragement but Hodgson is a coach who 
believes every good team can only begin 
developing from a solid foundation and the 
defensive organisation cannot be under¬ 
estimated. 

Bolton are another of the more enterpris¬ 
ing mid-range top-flight teams - one whose 
poor start has been exaggerated by a cru¬ 
eller run of early fixtures than even Albion’s 

- and given the leg-up of a penalty award 
which left Hodgson hopping mad, they 
showed they too have the capacity to move 
the ball smoothly and with purpose. 

Ivan Klasnic tucked away the 19th- 
minute spot-kick awarded - in incredibly 
similar circumstance to the Liverpool affair 

- against Jerome Thomas. 

But Albion yielded no more damage, a 
feature of which must be the growing 
stature of Jonas Olsson.
